Hynes hits Dem boss with 2nd indictment

Here we go again. 

Brooklyn Democratic Party boss 
Clarence Norman Jr. and the par- 
ty’s executive director, Jeffrey 
Feldman, were slapped with a 22- 
count indictment this week charg- 
ing them with extortion, grand lar- 
ceny and conspiracy. 

The charges, part of District At- 
torney Charles Hynes’ probe into 
the alleged sale of Brooklyn judge- 
ships. allege the pair strong-armed 
judicial candidates into spending at 
least $100,000 on their campaigns 
and using specific vendors with the 
threat of not getting the party’s en- 
dorsement if they did not comply. 

Both pleaded their innocence at 
an arraignment in Brooklyn Su- 


preme Court on downtown Tuesday 
morning. 

“We have done nothing wrong. 
We have just been involved in the 
process of politics,” Norman said, 
speaking to reporters outside the 
Supreme Court building, on Cad- 
man Plaza West. 

The question of whether it was 
politics as usual or extortion, as 
Hynes charges, was at the forefront 
of discussions yesterday. 

“It’s the essence of what politics 
is about,” said Norman’s defense 
attorney, Roger Adler, when asked 
about the charges. “It’s the nature 
of the beast.” 

But Hynes says he is now trying 
to change that beast. 

“What I am pushing is the 
change of culture and that’s what 


they are terrified of. This has been 
around since 1922 and they don’t 
want to give it up,” Hynes told re- 
porters Tuesday morning. 

“It’s about jobs, it’s about influ- 
ence, it’s about lawyer’s getting as- 
signments. What we’re really push- 
ing is cultural change because, quite 
frankly, the current system embar- 
rasses me as a lawyer,” Hynes said. 

Hynes’ investigation into the 
Kings County Democratic Com- 
mittee began after Supreme Court 
Justice Gerald Garson, a former 
treasurer of the county party, was 
indicted last May on charges that 
he accepted gifts to fix divorce and 
child custody cases. 

This week’s indictment was the 
second under Hynes’ investigation

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Creamery's new owner 
not alleged terrorist

He is not a terrorist. He has never 
funded terrorists. And he has never 
been accused of funding terrorists. 

But a Park Slope merchant was mis- 
takenly identified as a terror suspect by 
people who saw news reports last week 
detailing a federal investigation into the 
man who’s ice cream shop he bought 
last May. 

The current owner of the Carnival 
Ice Cream shop, on Fifth Avenue be- 
tween 10th and 11th streets, is a man 
named Tom, who has no connection to 
the previous owner. He said he has suf- 
fered a drop in business and a slew of 
hostility — even death threats — since 
last week. 

“A lot of people are getting the im- 
pression that I’m a terrorist,” said Tom, 
who lives in Park Slope with his wife 
and two children and who requested 
that his last name not be printed be- 
cause of security concerns. 

“There’s nobody coming in,” said 
Tom. “The people that do come in are 
more curiosity seekers, asking ques- 
tions, than anything. I’m still receiving 
threatening messages and phone calls 


— right now I’m forced to forward the 
calls to another number, this way I can 
let a voicemail answer the phone in- 
stead of having it ring in the store and 
one of my workers answer it. 

“One of my workers quit,” Tom said. 
“He was afraid and intimidated and just 
didn't want to show up anymore.” 

The confusion started because as The 
Brooklyn Papers and other news outlets 
went to press last week reporters were 
unable to contact a current owner. The 
store was found shuttered by a Papers 
reporter and photographer who made 
several trips there. A telephone number 
listed for the shop was incorrect. 

Tom, who called The Papers on Fri- 
day, explained that he opens late in the 
colder months. His current hours are 3 
pm to 11 pm. 

The Papers headlined its story “Ter- 
ror on ice — Feds: Slope creamery 
funded Qaeda.” The Associated Press 
carried the news nationally, and it was 
featured on CNN and in most of New 
York City’s daily newspapers. 

The previous owner, Abad Elfgeeh, a 
native of Yemen who operated the shop 
for more than 20 years, is under

Fulton Street fight 

What's next for Tubman battle?

A Community Board 2 vote against re-naming Fulton 
Street in honor of Underground Railroad heroine Harriet 
Tubman has left some city officials scratching their 
heads wondering what’s next for the proposal. 

Because community boards 3, 16 and 5 — which share 
the majority of the nine-mile thoroughfare that mns from 
Downtown Brooklyn to the border with Queens in Cypress 
Hills — have already ap- 
proved the measure, no- 
body seems quite sure how 
to proceed. 

While ceremonial co- 
namings of streets have be- 
come second nature to the 
City Council, which passed 
more than 300 just since 9- 
11, complete re-namings 
are much more involved 
and require city map 
changes. 

Subway stations, bus 
stops, street signs, business 
and residence addresses all 
change, as well. 

If the measure to re- 
name Fulton Street had 


The Fulton Area Betterment Association (FAB) could 
well change its name to the Tubman Area Betterment As- 
sociation (TAB). 

Coffee shops, florists, barbershops, nail salons and pawn- 
brokers located along the strip and named for steamboat in- 
ventor Robert Fulton would become throwbacks to the past,

Whole Foods coming to 3rd

Buying natural foods in Brooklyn is 
about to get a “whole” lot easier. 

Whole Foods Market will be opening 
a 42,000-square-foot store just west of 
Park Slope, near the Gowanus Canal, the 
company announced this week. 

The world’s largest retailer of natural 


and organic food will raze an old ware- 
house on Third Avenue at Third Street to 
make way for its first New York City su- 
permarket outside of Manhattan. 

“We’ve very excited,” said Whole 
Foods regional vice president Christina 
Minardi. “Ever since opening our 
Chelsea store we’ve had many, many re- 
quests to open in Brooklyn.”

Smith St. goes one-way

In response to increasing traffic 
concerns in Downtown Brooklyn, 
the Department of Transportation 
this week enacted a few changes. 

Starting Monday, Nov. 17, a two- 
block stretch of Smith Street from 
Atlantic Avenue to Schermerhom 
Street was converted to one-way 


traffic heading northbound. 

Angled parking was also added 
along the strip in the hope that the 
narrower roadway will slow drivers 
and ease congestion caused by cars 
trying to make the left-hand turn 
from southbound Smith Street onto 
Atlantic Avenue. 

The majority of the spots will be 


reserved for corrections officers, 
judges and court staff, except on 
evenings and weekends. 

Monday morning, Department of 
Transportation (DOT) workers were 
busy adjusting the traffic light, painting 
new lines along the street, and prepar- 
ing to install 27 angled parking spots

Walentas buying 'Clinton House' building

Real estate developer David Wa- 
lentas, best known for converting 
DUMBO from an industrial area to 
a trendy residential and commercial 
hotspot, now has his sights set on an 
Atlantic Avenue building. 

Walentas is in contract for a four- 


story building at 168 Atlantic Ave., 
near Clinton Street, according to his 
son, Jed Walentas. 

The Cobble Hill building is cur- 
rently occupied by the family-run 
Clinton House Furniture store, an 
Ethan Allen dealer. After 48-years 
in the business the Attara family is 
thinking about getting out. 

But the deal is not yet sealed. 


“We’re looking into it, we don’t 
know yet,” said Ann Attara, the 80- 
year-old owner, who inherited the 
building when her husband, Ralph 
Attara, died in 1986. Since then her 
four children have taken over the 
business. 

Two Trees Management, the 
company that manages Walentas’ 
properties, confirmed the deal this 


“We have not yet closed on the 
property. We do have a contract,” 
Jed Walentas wrote in an email to 
The Brooklyn Papers. 

If the deal goes through, the At- 
lantic Avenue building would be the 
third site under development by 
Walentas in the greater Downtown 
Brooklyn area. 


The DUMBO real estate mogul 
recently razed the municipal park- 
ing lot at Atlantic Avenue and Court 
Street to make way for a 12-story 
building with 20,000 square feet of 
ground-floor retail space, loosely 
slated for a home furnishings busi- 
ness, about 600 underground, pub- 
lic parking spaces and 250 apart-

Take a stroll through the streets of 
Brooklyn — in neighborhoods from Bed- 
ford-Stuyvcsant to Carroll Gardens — and 
chances are that you’ll stumble upon a street 
named in honor of someone who once 
owned slaves. 

The borough is chock-full of them. 

From Nostrand Avenue to Smith Street, 
Kings County has almost 100 thoroughfares 
named after early Dutch and English settlers 
who were also listed as slave owners in U.S. 
census records. 

That point has not escaped Fort Greene state 
Sen. Velmanette Montgomery, who gave a 
brief lecture on the subject at the Community 
Board 2 meeting last Wednesday night as the 
board prepared to vote on the highly-con- 
tentious issue of whether to re-name Fulton 
Street for Harriet Tubman, a former slave who 
helped free more than 300 other slaves 
through the Underground Railroad. 

“There is not one single street in Brooklyn 
named for a slave,” Montgomery said after rat- 
tling off a list of streets named for slave own- 

The board, which represents Brooklyn 
Heights, Downtown Brooklyn. Boerum Hill, 
Fort Greene and Clinton Hill, voted down the 
re-naming measure. 

Bergen Street, Cropsey Avenue, Degraw 



Street, Emmons Avenue, Hanson Place, Hicks 
Street, Joralemon Street, Lefferts Avenue, 
Middagh Street, Nostrand Avenue, Rapelye 
Street, Remsen Street, Sackett Street, Smith 
Street, Stillwell Avenue, Van Brunt Street and 
Vanderbilt Avenue — were all named for peo- 
ple or families who owned slaves, according to 
the Brooklyn Historical Society. 

It’s not surprising that such a large number 
of thoroughfares are named for slave owners, 
according to John Manbeck, the former offi- 
cial borough historian. 

“Kings County had the largest number of 
slaves in what later became New York City,” 
Manbeck said, explaining that Brooklyn was 
an agrarian county with many landowners who 
bought slaves to work their fields. 

Even former stops on the Underground 
Railroad in Brooklyn are located on streets 
named for slave owners. 

The street for which the Hanson Place Bap- 
tist Church, in Fort Greene — once a stop on 
the Underground Railroad — is named, is it- 
self named for the Hanson family, which 
owned slaves, according to the Historical So- 

Even the famed Plymouth Church of the 
Pilgrims, in Brooklyn Heights, where aboli- 
tionist Henry Ward Beecher preached against 
slavery, and which is also believed to have 
been a stop on the Underground Railroad, is 
also located on a street named for a slave own- 
er — Hicks Street.

MAC Cosmetics execu- 
tives expect their new store 
on Montague Street in 
Brooklyn Heights to meet 
with success when it opens 
this winter, but some area 
merchants and residents 
wonder whether anyone 
will shop there. 

The new outlet represents 
the company’s first store in 
New York City outside of 
Manhattan, and the 74th free- 
standing store in North Amer- 
ica for the trendy beauty chain 
that has a cult-like following 
among young, fashion-mind- 
ed women, especially women 
of color. 

The Montague Street loca- 
tion will serve “a good part of 
MAC’S core audience,” said 
MAC chief executive John 
Dempsey. “It’s a fashion-for- 
ward, trend-conscious neigh- 
borhood.” 

Dempsey expects the store, 
currently a hollow shell under 
renovation on Montague 
Street between Clinton and 
Henry streets, with bare brick 
walls and wires dangling from 
the ceiling, to open its doors 
early next month. He said the 
company might hold an offi- 
cial grand opening celebration 
in January after the hectic hol- 
iday season. 

The CEO said his company

conducted extensive market 
research to select the location, 
but the neighborhood’s high- 
income residents were not the 
only factor taken into consid- 
eration. 

“MAC is not a demograph- 
ic ... It’s a headspace,” he 
said. “We know who are pre- 
disposed to buy MAC.” 

The Brooklyn Heights store 
is being opened in response to 
requests over the years from 
professionals in the art and 
fashion industries that have 
moved into the area, including 
DUMBO, said a MAC spokes- 

The company has 650 
stores worldwide and brought 
in $550 million in revenue 
during the last fiscal year, ac- 
cording to industry sources. 
Earnings are expected to reach 
$660 million this year. 

Since 1994, the company 
has donated $30 million in 
revenue, primarily from sell- 
ing Viva Glam lipstick, to the 
MAC AIDS Fund. The fund 
supports people around the 
world affected by HIV or 
AIDS. 

Still, residents and mer- 
chants in Brooklyn Heights 
question whether MAC fits 
into the changing commercial 
mix of Montague Street. 

“I think it will fail, because 
this is not the neighborhood,” 
said Wai Wong, a young 
woman who said she works 
nearby. “This is not Manhat- 

Marta Blaszczak, a waitress 
at the Caffe Buon Gusto 
restaurant, across the street, 
said, “Myself, I like the store 
but it may not be busy here.” 

Longtime resident Nancy 
Giddins, a real estate agent at 
the William B. May agency, 
next door to the new MAC lo- 
cation, also questioned whe- 
ther the cosmetics store would 
be popular among local office 
workers and residents. She 
predicted the store’s success, 
like the success of most Mon- 
tague Street businesses, would 
likely depend on people work- 
ing in and visiting the courts 
and law offices in Downtown 
Brooklyn, especially along 
Court Street. 

The price of the cosmetics 
could well dictate the shop’s 


success, she added. 

MAC lipsticks sell for 
about $14. Consumers can 
find lipsticks sold at any of the 
several area drug stores for be- 
tween $6 and $8. 

“Will they support it?” Gid- 
dins asked, “I don't know. But 
it’s the first of its kind on the 
street, so we’ll see.” 

But Valerie Lynch, director 
of the Montague Street Busi- 
ness Improvement District, ex- 
pects the store will bring in 
more shoppers and benefit the 

“MAC coming to Mon- 
tague Street is a little bit of 
Madison Avenue coming to 
Montague Street,” she said. A 
lot of women, especially those 
in their 20s — an important 
part of MAC’S core market — 
told her they would be happy 
to have the convenience of a 
MAC store in the neighbor- 

“As much as I love inde- 
pendently owned restaurants 
and retailers on Montague 
Street, a MAC or Banana Re- 
public brings in people from 
other parts of Brooklyn for 
their specific product,” Lynch 

Lynch said about 12 percent 
of stores on the street are 
chain-owned, but added, “I 
don’t think that's high enough 
to call a trend.” 

She also doubts many more 
chain stores will move in be- 
cause of the small size of most 
of the commercial properties. 

“I don’t want to see them 
overtake the entire street be- 
cause that would water down 
the uniqueness of the neigh- 
borhood, which keeps us inter- 
esting and close to the com- 
munity. It gives a sense of 
history to the community,” she 

MAC replaces Summa 
Gallery, an art store now with 
one location on Manhattan’s 
Upper West Side, which had 
served Montague Street since 
1968. 

ft closed in late August at 
the end of its lease. 

“I’m very excited about the 
MAC opening though very 
sad to see Summa Gallery 
leave the street,” Lynch said.

Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of the Brooklyn Heights 
Association, said residents 
she’s spoken with are looking 
forward to shopping there. 
MAC adds something new to 
the mix of businesses in the 
area, she said, which already 
has several cell phone stores, 
drug stores, banks and salons. 
“But no matter how well re- 
ceived [a chain store] is, you 
don’t get the same personal 
interaction,” Stanton said. 
“We’re trying to juggle all that 
and be realistic about it.” 

Dempsey said the new 
Brooklyn Heights shop would 
contain about 700 square feet 
of floor space, which he said 
was average compared to the 
company’s hundreds of other 
locations. In July, MAC 
opened a store in Harlem, the 
company’s largest at 2,000 
square feet. 

“MAC is always building 
on a sense of community,” 
Dempsey said. “Brooklyn 
Heights is another part of that 
process.” 

The company has no cur- 
rent plans to open stores in 
other boroughs but Dempsey 
says he’s always looking.

Lincoln Center bigs 
salute Slope school

David Gonzalez tells sto- 
ries in English and Spanish, 
plays the guitar and sings 
songs with lyrics like, “You 
got to watch, listen and 
learn.” As one of Lincoln 
Center Institute’s perform- 
ing artists he tours city pub- 
lic schools that participate 
in the institute’s educational 
programs where students 
learn about dance, music, 
theater, architecture and the 
visual arts. 

“I’m the icing on the cake,” 
Gonzalez said. 

But on Nov. 14, Gonzalez 
was the entertainment at the 
institute’s “Borough Day” cel- 
ebration at PS 107, on Eighth 
Avenue at 13 th Street in Park 
Slope. This was the first time 
the event, which salutes an 
outstanding school’s collabo- 
ration with Lincoln Center, 
was held in Brooklyn. 

Under the leadership of 
principal Cynthia Holton, PS 
107 collaborates not only with 
Lincoln Center Institute, but 
also Studio in a School (which 
supplied a visual artist) and 
ArtsConnection (which pro- 
vided a dancer and a story- 
teller). Children have learned 
face painting, choreography, 
collage, portraiture (“Most 
portraits did not resemble the 


artists,” one youngster re- 
marked ruefully.) 

Holton became acquainted 
with the executive director of 
the Lincoln Center program, 
Scott Noppe-Brandon, when 
she was arts coordinator at 
District 15. 

“When he called and said 
he was looking for a lab site, I 
had just assumed leadership of 
PS 107,” Holton said. 

The “Arts Alliance” is now 
in its fourth season, and 
Holton beheves her school’s 
relationship with Lincoln Cen- 
ter “is a perfect fit.” 

“It’s made our children 
more confident,” she said. 
“They view the world differ- 
ently. It extends their horizons 
beyond the borders of the 
school. It makes their learning 
come alive. Their whole way 
of learning is enhanced.” 

Also at the celebration were 
Park Slope Councilman Bill 
DeBlasio, Borough President 
Marty Markowitz, Carmen Fa- 
rina, who heads the newly cre- 
ated Department of Education 
Region 8 and Noppe-Brandon. 

Noppe-Brandon became ex- 
ecutive director of Lincoln Cen- 
ter Institute in 1995, when the 
institute was 20 years old. In 
1975, Lincoln Center conduct- 
ed an internal study that showed 
a more extensive educational 
program was needed than the 
one they had in place, which 
was limited to inviting young- 


sters to attend performances. 

While considering ways to 
accomplish a more integrated 
and thorough educational pro- 
gram, according to Noppe- 
Brandon, someone asked, 
“Shouldn’t it be done in partner- 
ship rather than having the 
artists drop in?” Thus was bom 
the Lincoln Center Institute. 

The partnerships Lincoln 
Center Institute establishes 
work within the framework of 
the school’s educational values 
and curriculum. As a first step, 
the institute educates teachers 
in the arts. 

“Many new teachers com- 
ing into the schools were go- 
ing to school when the arts 
were cut. We want to make 
sure that the next generation 
doesn’t have this lack,” 
Noppe-Brandon said. “We 
won’t work with the kids un- 
less we start with the teachers. 
We present our philosophy to 
teachers and teachers create 
the curriculum.” 

Schools find out about the 
program, said Noppe-Bran- 
don, through word of mouth; 
workshops given to arts coor- 
dinators, principals and teach- 
ers; and the institute’s promo- 
tional material. There is a cap 
of 150 schools in the program. 

Unfortunately, in these days 
of budget cuts, the arts do not 
always thrive. 

DeBlasio said programs 
like Lincoln Center’s are cru- 


cial because, “It wifi be a long 
time until the arts are given 
their rightful place in the 
school budget.” 

But lack of funds is not the 
only challenge facing the arts 
in public schools. 

“There’s a concern in the 
schools that given the man- 
date of the balanced literacy 
and balanced math curriculum 
there’s not enough time avail- 
able for the study of other sub- 
ject areas,” said Noppe-Bran- 
don. “At the same time what 
you also see is a number of 
people who say it’s exactly 
now that we need the arts be- 
cause we have to make sure 
that teaching and learning are 
balanced. It becomes the re- 
sponsibility of the arts organi- 
zations to know our own work 
well enough to know how we 
fit in and advance learning.” 

Nica Lalli, president of the 
PS 107 Parent Teacher Asso- 
ciation, and a painter and art 
educator, believes parents 
need more exposure to art 
with their children. 

“Parents need to be able to 
see what impact the arts have 
had with their children,” said 
Lalli. “It’s important for par- 
ents who might not be com- 
fortable with the arts. 

“This program,” she said, 
“is a model that proves how 
arts integrated into a class- 
room can affect the learning 
of children in all subjects.” 


Al Qaeda fundraising 
suspects jailed here

Two Yemenis accused 
of funneling millions of 
dollars to the al-Qaeda ter- 
rorist network were jailed 
without bail Monday after 
their first appearance in a 
U.S. court. 

Sheik Ali Hassan al- 
Moayad and his alleged assis- 
tant, Mohammed Mohsen 
Yahya Zayed, were arraigned 
in federal court in Downtown 
Brooklyn on charges of con- 
spiring to provide material 
support to Osama bin Laden 
and to the Palestinian Islamic 
group Hamas. 

The defendants, who were 
extradited from Germany on 
Sunday, were not required to 
enter pleas. Their attorneys 
had no comment. 

Attorney General John 
Ashcroft had hailed al- 
Moayad’s arrest in January as 
a major victory in an FBI 
crackdown on informal mon- 
ey transfer networks known as 
“hawalas.” Authorities suspect 
the system is used by terrorists 
to raise and launder money. 

“This case targets the life- 
line” of terror groups, said 
U.S. Attorney Roslynn Maus- 

The two men were captured 
in a sting operation at a Frank- 
furt hotel, where they had ex- 
pected to meet a wealthy Amer- 
ican Muslim eager to back 
terrorist causes, authorities said. 


Officials in Yemen have 
said al-Moayad, a leading 
member of Yemen’s Islamic- 
oriented Reform party, left his 
country for medical treatment 
in Germany 10 days before his 
arrest. The former legislator 
has asthma and diabetes. 

According to Brooklyn fed- 
eral court papers supporting the 
extradition request, al-Moayad 
told an FBI informant in early 
2002 that he had supplied $20 
million, recruits and weapons to 
bin Laden in the years before 
the SepL 11, 2001 attacks. 

Al-Moayad allegedly 
named four men in New York 
— including the former owner 
of an ice cream shop in Park 
Slope — he claimed had se- 
cretly transferred funds to him 
in Yemen. He also “said he re- 
ceived money for ‘jihad" that 
was collected from Al Farouq 


[sic] mosque in Brooklyn,” 
court papers said. 

Past investigations have 
identified the Atlantic Avenue 
mosque as a place of worship 
for terrorists, including the 
men who bombed the World 
Trade Center in 1993. Mosque 
leaders have dismissed any 
current connection. 

Adbad Elfgeeh, who sold 
his ice cream shop on Fifth 
Venue between 10th and 11th 
streets in May, has pleaded 
guilty to making illegal money 
transfers and is awaiting sen- 
tencing. 

He has denied knowing al- 
Moayad. 

If convicted in the United 
States, al-Moayad would face 
up to 60 years in prison, U.S. 
prosecutors have said. Zayed, 
who faces a conspiracy 
charge, could be jailed for up 


to 30 years. 

The Federal Constitutional 
Court in Germany ruled last 
week that the two could ex- 
pect a fair trial in the United 
States, rejecting the com- 
plaints they filed against low- 
er-court decisions backing ex- 
tradition. 

Washington has given Ger- 
many assurances that the sus- 
pects will not face a military 
court or any other special 
post-Sept. 11 tribunal, or be 
confined in an internment 
camp, the constitutional court 
said in a statement issued after 

Yemen has long maintained 
that al-Moayad is innocent 
and had asked Germany to re- 
turn both men to their home- 
land, suggesting it could affect 
Yemeni-American relations if 
they were not. 


Civil jury clears cops in slaying

A Brooklyn jury found Monday that 
five police officers were justified in shoot- 
ing and killing a hammer- wielding man in 
Borough Park in 1999. 

The 10 jurors deliberated for one day before 
clearing the officers and the city of any liability 
in the death of Gidone Busch, a 31 -year-old Ha- 
sidic Jew with a history of mental problems. 

A civil rights lawsuit had alleged the patrol- 
men used excessive force on Aug. 30, 1999, 
while responding to a report of an “emotionally 


disturbed person” in front of his apartment at 
1619 46th St. 

The officers testified that after confronting 
Busch on the street, he attacked one with an 11- 
inch household hammer. 

When Busch refused to drop the hammer, the 
officers said, they responded with a barrage of 
bullets. He was hit 12 times, including once in 
the back. 

Lawyers for Busch’s family claimed he never 
lunged at the officers, and accused the officers 
of “lying to protect themselves.” The family had 
sought unspecified damages.

of Norman, a nine-term Crown Heights assemblyman. 

Last month, Norman was charged with stealing $5,000 from 
his own re-election committee and submitting fraudulent vouch- 
ers for travel expenses totaling more than $5,000. He has pleaded 
innocent to those charges, as well. 

Despite buzz that Feldman would be facing charges last 
month, the grand jury voted to indict only Norman. 

“What happened between then and Friday?” Feldman’s attor- 
ney Ronald Aiello, a former Brooklyn Supreme Court judge, said 
of the grand jury investigation. 

Hynes declined to comment as to whether additional informa- 
tion had been supplied to the grand jury. 

Aiello is requesting that Supreme Court Judge Marty Marcus, 
who usually sits in the Bronx and has been brought in to try this 
case, review the grand jury minutes. 

The charges for the latest indictment stem from Brooklyn De- 
mocratic Party actions involving the endorsements of two unsuc- 
cessful judicial candidates running on the Democratic ticket last 

Following a meeting at the Park Plaza restaurant on Cadman 
Plaza West in May 2002, the party offered an endorsement to 
Civil Court Judges Karen Yellen and Housing Court Judge Mar- 
cia Sikowitz. 

The leaders later called the candidates in for a series of meet- 
ings over the summer and instructed them to raise upwards of 
$100,000 for newspaper ads, mailings and literature drops. 

The leaders, prosecutors say, insisted that they use Manhattan- 
based Branford Communications to produce their literature and to 
hire political consultant William Boone, a former district leader who 
lost his seat to the late Fort Greene Councilman James Davis. 

Yellen agreed to the proposal, prosecutors say, after Norman 
said that any candidate who didn’t would be “dumped.” Sikowitz 
hired Branford Communications but did not have the money to 
hire Boone. 


Both candidates lost. 

The normally low-profile race for Civil Court reaped an un- 
usual amount of attention because of the party’s decision not to 
endorse Judge Margarita Lopez Torres. She claimed she fell out 
of favor by refusing to give patronage jobs referred to her by the

Homeschooling's benefits 


Q: My daughter plans to 
homeschool her three chil- 
dren. I am skeptical, but 
want to hear from others 
who have done this. 

— a grandmother 

A: When Karen Hammond 
started homeschooling nine 
years ago, she faced a wave of 
concern from six public school 
teachers in her extended family. 

“Today, every one of them 
would tell you they are heartily 
glad I decided to homeschool 
their nephews,” says Ham- 
mond, who describes home- 
schooling as like any other job: 
“The results achieved will cor- 
relate to the time, effort and 
consistency that the parent puts 

Several parents say their rel- 
atives and friends were skepti- 
cal about homeschooling, until 
they saw the results in test 
scores, social skills, close fami- 
ly ties and service projects in 
communities. 

“The children will be a re- 
flection of how successful 
homeschooling is,” says Beth 
Mappes. “My mother, too, had 
her concerns, but she sees the 
fruits of our labors.” 

Homeschooling is not for 
everyone, Mappes and other 
readers agree, but when the job 
is done well, the results and 
fringe benefits multiply. 

For a recent unit on sequenc- 


ing, Mappes turned to a step- 
by-step instruction of building 
houses. She and her sons built a 
home of vines, a mini-brick and 
frame model, and a stone wall 
with rocks and clay for mortar. 
Then they went to a neighbor- 
hood under construction to see 
the different stages of houses 
being built. 

“Only my kids would get ex- 
cited over seeing the footings 
for the foundation, the framing, 
the masonry, but it really 
brought it to life,” Mappes says. 
“My oldest son, age 7, tonight 
in bed told me, ‘Thanks for 
teaching us the house unit.’” 

"A fun learning environment 
is the most important part of 
homeschooling,” says Katy 
Dillman, a recent college grad- 
uate who was homeschooled 
through third grade. 

She says the experience gave 
her a strong sense of herself, a 
love of reading and a connec- 
tion to the outside world that 
her peers seemed to lack.

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Tubman snub raises ire 

CB2 'Street Fight' vote has many scratching heads

Ninety years after her 
death, a group of activists are 
fighting to re-name a major 
Brooklyn thoroughfare in 
honor of Harriet Tubman, a 
former slave who helped lead 
hundreds of other slaves to 
freedom through the Under- 
ground Railroad. 

But that effort was thwarted 
last Wednesday when, as re- 
ported first in The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers, Community Board 2 went 
against its own committee rec- 
ommendation and voted down 
the motion with an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 

The two-year battle, laden 
with accusations of racism and 
talk of revisionist history, inad- 
vertendy pitted Tubman against 
Robert Fulton, the artist and in- 
ventor who in 1813 developed 
a ferry connection between 
Brooklyn and Manhattan. 

The board meeting at St. 
Francis College on Nov. 12 end- 
ed with a group of community 
board members, elected officials 
and residents storming out be- 
fore the meeting was finished. 

“I don’t know what hap- 
pened,” said Lawrence White- 
side, a CB2 member from Clin- 
ton Hill. 

“I’ve been searching around 
all day for why the black com- 
munity would vote against re- 
naming Fulton Street for a na- 
tional black hero.” 

While usually nothing more 
than a ceremonial honor, the 
Fulton Street re-naming has 
been pulling at the seams of the 
already contentious community 

The board is an economical- 
ly and racially diverse district 
including the predominantly 
white neighborhoods of Brook- 
lyn Heights and DUMBO to 
the west and the largely black 
neighborhoods of Fort Greene 
and Clinton Hill to the east. 

The vote, however, did not 
break down along racial lines 
the way some expected. 

Following the meeting, sev- 
eral black community board

members expressed disappoint- 
ment that other black members 
had not stood together. 

Others pointed fingers at al- 
leged back-door dealings, with 
some members lobbying against 
the measure behind the scenes. 

“I cannot understand why 
any of the arguments against re- 
naming Fulton Street would 
have any reaction in the black 
community,” Whiteside said. 

Among those arguments was 
that Harriet Tubman never lived 
in Brooklyn, streets already 
named for people should not be 
re-named, and that the change 
could cause hardship for resi- 
dents and businesses who would 
have to change their address. 

On the flip side, advocates 
argued that while almost 100 
streets in Brooklyn are named 
for slave owners or families 
that owned slaves, none is 
named for a slave, and that it 
was important to have a major 


street named in honor of a 
black hero. (See story, page 2) 

A group of Fulton Street 
business owners between Flat- 
bush and Bedford avenues came 
out against the initiative, pre- 
senting a list of about 120 mer- 
chants who opposed changing 
the street name. 

“There already exists some 
kind of identity as Fulton Street, 
a lot of people identify with the 
commercial street,” said Lud- 
low Beckett, president of the 
Fulton Area Betterment Associ- 
ation, a Fort Greene organiza- 

Asked about the racial com- 
ponent to the argument, Beckett, 
who described the merchants 
who were against the proposal 
as largely African-American, 
declined to comment further. 
“We’re much more concerned 
with the commercial aspect of 
the strip,” he said. 

The re-naming effort was 


originally spearheaded by black 
activist Sonny Carson, who in 
1990 led a daily boycott of a 
Korean grocer in Flatbush. Car- 
son died last year and the fight 
is now being led by Fred Laver- 
pool, founder of Braggin’ About 
Brooklyn, a company that leads 
tours of notable African-Ameri- 
can sites in New York City. 

Laverpool could not be 
reached for comment by press 

Newly elected Fort Greene 
Councilwoman Letitia James 
said she would support the com- 
munity board’s decision. 

“We need to treat each other 
with more respect and treat the 
legacy of African-American he- 
roes with more respect, but 
nonetheless, I am respecting the 
community board decision,” 
James told The Papers. 

Downtown Brooklyn Coun- 
cilman David Yassky declined 
to comment.

dated by their namesake. 

But is all of this irrelevant 
now that CB2 voted on Nov. 12 
against recommending that Ful- 
ton be renamed? 

Could the portion of the 
roadway from the Queens bor- 
der to Classon Avenue be 
changed to Harriet Tubman 
Boulevard, leaving the CB2 
portion as Fulton Street? 

Getting a straight answer out 
of City Hall or city agencies 
this week proved difficult. 

“We just put up the signs,” 
said Department of Transporta- 
tion spokeswoman Lisi de 
Bourbon, who said the agency 
had no role in the policy. 

“We’re still looking into that 
policy,” said City Council attor- 
ney Tom Curry. 

Either way, Bedfrod- 
Stuyvesant Councilman A1 
Vann, who introduced the 
measure, says he’s taking the 
initiative all the way. Although 
he’s not exactly sure how. 

“I’m doing a little research to 
see what the options are,” Vann 
told The Brooklyn Papers. 

"My staff is looking into it,” 
Vann said when asked if he 
would be able to introduce the 
measure without the approval 
of all four community boards 
through which Fulton Street 

As a general policy, street 
namings must be recommended 
by the appropriate community 
board to the local council mem- 
ber, who then introduces it into 
the council, which generally 
passes it as a matter of course. 
The mayor then must sign off 
on the measure. 

In response to a proliferation 
of street name change requests, 
the council passed a law in 
1992, mandating that all name 
changes be co-namings, with 
dual signage unless specifically

on the west side of the street 

The traffic pattern change 
was just one of many major 
recommendations included in 
the Downtown Brooklyn Traf- 
fic Calming study released by 
the DOT in May. 

But residents looking for- 
ward to the sweeping changes 
included in the $1.2 million, 
130-page study that began six 
years ago will have to wait until 
2009, which is when the agency 
says it will have the funds to 
move forward with innovative 
traffic solutions including raised 
crosswalks, median barriers and 
concrete comer extensions. 

Until then, pedestrians and 
motorists will have to appreci- 
ate the little things. 

Higher visibility crosswalks, 
more lead time for pedestrian 
crossing, and new bike lanes on 
Dean Street, Bergen Street and 
St. Marks Place, are just some 
of the low-cost suggestions the 
DOT has put into effect. 

"We’re implementing short- 
term improvements in the 
neighborhood that don’t cost 
any money,” said DOT spokes- 
woman Lisi de Bourbon. 

In addition, a total of 100 new 
parking meters are being installed 
on Smith Street from First Place 
to Atlantic Avenue, which might 
help generate funds for the cash- 
strapped agency. 

“All these small changes will 
result, we hope, in a payoff, 
which is improved traffic flow 
in Downtown Brooklyn,” de 
Bourbon added. 

Pedestrians concerned about 
crossing the busy comer at At- 
lantic Avenue and Smith Street 
are also getting a boost. 

To allow for more pedestrian 
crossing time, the DOT slowed 
down the timing of the signals, 
de Bourbon said. 

The B61 bus stop has moved 
to Atlantic Avenue and Boerum 
Place from Atlantic Avenue and 
Smith Street, according to New 
York City Transit spokeswoman 
Marisa Baldeo. 

Instead of continuing down

Smith Street from Jay Street, 
the B61 bus — originating in 
Long Island City, Queens, and 
ending in Red Hook — will 
turn right on Livingston Street, 
left on Boerum Place, and right 
onto Atlantic Avenue where it 
will resume its normal route. 


requested otherwise. 

Since then, only a handful of 
re-namings have been ap- 

While it is not officially part 
of the administrative code, the 
council usually requires a letter 
of approval from the correspon- 
ding community board when a 
council member introduces a 
name change. 

There have been some ex- 
ceptions. Yitzhak Rabin, the 
former prime minister of Israel, 
had a Manhattan street co- 
named in his honor just weeks 
after he was assassinated in 
1995. The sign went up in time 
for his widow’s visit to the 
United States but there was not 
enough time to first seek com- 
munity board approval. 

Vann now has several op- 

According to one City Hall at- 
torney, Vann can introduce a total 
re-naming of Fulton Street — de- 
spite the CB2 vote — or can pro- 
pose to re-name just the portion 
of the thoroughfare that received 
community board support. 

Councilwoman Letitia James, 
whose Fort Greene-Clinton Hill 
district encompasses the majori- 
ty of the CB2 portion of Fulton 
Street, said, “I am respecting the 
decision of the community 
board,” and added, “I will not 
take any action unless [CB2] re- 


Downtown Brooklyn Coun- 
cilman David Yassky, through a 
spokesman, declined to com- 
ment on whether he supported 
the board vote or was in favor 
of a name change. A spokes- 
man said, “This is an issue best 
left up to the community 

In Manhattan. Tubman has 
already received a bit of road- 
way recognition. 

A strip of St. Nicholas Av- 
enue, between West 111th and 
West 141st streets was co- 
named in honor of the Under- 
ground Railroad pioneer last 
year at the request of Council- 
man Bill Perkins and Manhat- 
tan Borough President C. Vir- 
ginia Fields. 

As the hotly debated issue 
rages on in Brooklyn, one can 
only imagine that earlier street 
naming proposals for the thor- 
oughfare were met with less re- 
sistance. 

On Oct. 6, 1817, the trustees 
of Brooklyn Village voted to re- 
name Old Ferry Street to Fulton 
Street. 

According to documents in 
the City Hall library, the street 
that now bears Robert Fulton’s 
name previously had its share 
of name changes. 

In its earlier days, Old Ferry 
Street was also known as The 
Wagon Road, but was changed to 
the High Road in 1740, to Brook- 
lyn Road in 1800, and then to 
Main Street that same year.

Transportation Alternatives, a 
bicycle and mass transit advocacy 
group, which released a scathing 
critique of the traffic calming 
study in July, called this week’s 
modifications “a big nothing.”

Construction of a Columbus Circle store is underway and is 
scheduled to open in February. A Union Square store is slated to 
open in September. 

The Gowanus store will open in late 2005, Minardi said. 

For the past three years, the company has searched the borough 
for a site big enough to accommodate both the store and parking. 

While the nearest subway is several blocks away at Fourth Avenue 
and Union Street, the store will offer 140 to 220 parking spaces, locat- 
ed both on the roof and in a parking lot next to the store. 

“We wanted to have parking and attract families to come shop,” 
Minardi said. 

The Third Street location also includes a historic building, located on 
the comer of Third Avenue. Minardi said it still hasn’t been determined 
how the structure will be used, but said it would not be demolished. 

Founded as a small store in Austin, Texas, Whole Foods now has 
145 stores across North America. 

In addition to its aisles of fruits, vegetables and bulk grains, 
Whole Foods dishes up a bevy of prepared gourmet foods like cous- 
cous salad and sesame-crusted salmon. 

The Whole Foods outpost would likely provide competition to 
some local natural foods retailers. 

The Park Slope Food Co-op has been selling natural and organic 
foods for the past 30 years. 

While different from the traditional grocery store — the co-op is 
owned by the more than 10,000 members who pay a small joining 
fee and work 2.75 hours per month — the new Whole Foods may 
pull some of the co-op’s shoppers. 

“I expect that we might lose a few members, but I don’t expect it 
to make the difference if we can survive,” said the food co-op’s gen- 
eral manager, Joe Holtz. 

“The one thing about the co-op is that we have low prices and 
Whole Foods is not known for their low prices,” Holtz said, adding 
that many members are also attracted to the “community atmos- 
phere” at the co-op. 

David Basham, owner of Back to the Land, a health food store on 
Seventh Avenue between Carroll Street and Garfield Place says the 
Whole Foods might hurt traditional supermarkets more than his store. 

“Despite their claim to he be the nation’s first organic supermar- 
ket they don’t have the same focus in organic food,” Basham said, 
adding, “We have always been a specialty store with a staff of nutri- 
tional specialists. That makes us distinctively different.”

ments on the second through 
12th floors. A 40,000-square- 
foot YMCA is also part of the 
proposal with an entrance on 
Atlantic Avenue. 

Earlier this year, Walentas 
was chosen to convert the for- 
mer Board of Education head- 
quarters at 110 Livingston St.

Explaining the confusion, 
Nelson said West Elm, a furni- 
ture company that is also owned 
by Williams-Sonoma, is open- 
ing its first retail store in a Wa- 
lentas Building in DUMBO 
next week. 

Jed Walentas declined to 
comment on Pottery Bam but 
called the Atlantic Avenue loca- 
tion an “excellent retail site.” 

That sentiment was echoed 
by Sandy Balboza, president of 
the Atlantic Avenue Betterment 


Association, who is hoping to 
turn the avenue into a high-end 
shopping district. 

“The smaller retail merchants 
can’t afford that [big space] so it 
would have to be a chain. I 
think any retail on the avenue, 
especially good retail like the 
Pottery Bam, is a good thing” 


Sue Wolfe, the newly elected 
president of the Boemm Hill 
Association, also believes a re- 
tailer like Pottery Bam would 
help the area and act as a “posi- 
tive anchor” along the avenue, 
which runs through Brooklyn 
Heights, Cobble Hill and 
Boerum Hill.

In what may be the first

funds to oppose his self-financed 
nonpartisan election initiative,

“They may feel that they can 
use public moneys to go and 
campaign,” Bloomberg said as he 
took questions at Fifth Avenue 
and Bay Ridge Parkway Tuesday. 
“I don’t quite apparently ... don’t 
understand the law. I always 
thought you couldn’t do that.” 

Last week, Miller deputy press 
secretary Fred Baldassaro posted 
an e-mail on a Yahoo users group 
to 232 alumni of the 2000 A1 
Gore presidential campaign seek- 
ing candidates interested in work- 
ing for Miller as communications 
director and press secretary. 

“The speaker is preparing to 
make a mn for mayor in 2005 
and we’re revamping and reor-

Fight for skyscraper safety

Ever since they lost loved ones in the de- 
struction of the World Trade Center, Sally 
Regenhard and Monica Gabrielle have im- 
mersed themselves in the construction, 
emergency and evacuation procedures of 
tall buildings. 

Their advocacy group, the Skyscraper 
Safety Campaign, is monitoring a federal 
study of building materials and fireproofing 
in the twin towers. It has endorsed a pro- 
posed ban on diesel fuel tanks in New York 
City buildings. It filed a lawsuit to ensure 
the next buildings at the trade center site — 
unlike the last ones — are subject to city 
building codes. 

Regenhard said the group’s call for an 
overhaul of high-rise safety has, until now, 
largely fallen on deaf ears. She and 
Gabrielle hope to enlist the federal com- 
mission investigating the Sept. 11 attacks. 

“The commission is our last hope,” said 
Regenhard, whose son Christian, a fire- 
fighter with Ladder Company 131 in Red 
Hook, was among the 343 firefighters 
killed. “There’s been no elected official, no 
governmental agency, who has dealt with 


the issues of what happened in those build- 
ings and the colossal failures on every lev- 
el.” 

Regenhard and Gabrielle were two of 
the scheduled witnesses Wednesday when 
the 10-member independent commission 
was scheduled to hold a public hearing at 
Drew University in New Jersey. The com- 
mission’s chairman, former New Jersey 
Gov. Thomas H. Kean, is president of the 
university. 

The hearing — the commission’s fifth, 
and the first to take place in New Jersey — 
was to focus on how government and pri- 
vate industry can cooperate on emergency 
planning and preparedness. 

Other witnesses include Michael F. Byme, 
who directs the Office of National Capital 
Region Coordination in the U.S. Department 
of Homeland Security, and Glenn Corbett, a 
professor of fire safety at John Jay College of 
Criminal Justice who is a member of a re- 
cently created National Construction Safety 
Team Advisory Committee. 

Kean said in a statement that World 
Trade Center tenants “varied widely in 
their levels of preparation for a catastrophic 
event. Many lacked evacuation plans that 
had been practiced, alternative communica- 


tion systems, the ability to identify who 
was working that day and fully executable 
business continuity plans.” 

The 10-member commission — formal- 
ly the National Commission on Terrorist 
Attacks Upon the United States — has a 
deadline of May 27 to report its findings, 
conclusions and recommendations to the 
White House and Congress. 

Its work over the past few months has 
been stalled by disputes over documents it re- 
quested from various government offices. 
The panel issued subpoenas to the Federal 
Aviation Administration and to the Pentagon. 
Last week, it reached a deal with the Bush ad- 
ministration to gain access, with restrictions, 
to highly secret intelligence reports that Bush 
received prior to the Sept. 1 1 attacks. 

Gabrielle, a New Yorker whose husband, 
Richard, was killed in the attacks, said she is 
pleased the commission is taking time to fo- 
cus on how companies can ready themselves 
to evacuate personnel in the case of a building 
emergency. 

The managers and tenant companies of the 
World Trade Center, she said, should have 
overhauled their procedures after the first ter- 
rorist attack on the complex, a 1993 bombing, 
revealed flaws in evacuation procedures. She 


said the commission should use a future hear- 
ing to pose direct questions to officials from 
the Port Authority of New York and New Jer- 
sey, which owns the World Trade Center site. 

“It’s unconscionable that they did not pro- 
vide the tenants and the occupants with spe- 
cific guidelines on what to do to get out of 
them quickly and safely,” said Gabrielle, of 
West Haven, Conn. 

Regenhard said she hopes the commission 
endorses the idea of giving fire protection ex- 
perts more of a say in the design and con- 
struction of large buildings. And she plans to 
stress to the commission that new construc- 
tion at the World Trade Center site, like the 
twin towers, will be exempt from city build- 
ing codes because its owner is the bistate Port 
Authority. 

Authority officials have said they intend to 
make sure the new buildings meet or exceed 
building and fire codes. 

At the commission’s first hearing, held in 
March, Mayor Michael Bloomberg defended 
government oversight of the World Trade 
Center. 

“In retrospect, there is tittle the city could 
have done on 9-11 to avoid the tremendous 
loss of life that occurred so quickly after the 
attacks,” Bloomberg said in his testimony.

If it's appropriate and le- 
gal, that’s fine and if it isn’t they 
should take the steps.” 

Gene Russianoff, a senior at- 
torney at the New York Public In- 
terest Research Group, however, 
said Miller did not appear to have 
violated any law in the case of 
the e-mail. 

“There is a very challenging 
tine between politics and govern- 
ment,” said Russianoff. “Hiring 
people to make you look good is 
standard operating procedure for 
all politicians.” 

As for the nonpartisan election 
issue, the Campaign Finance Board 
issued a ruling in July barring can- 
didates from spending money on 
the initiative — unless the spend- 
ing was deemed “in the context 
of and incidental to promoting 
the participant’s candidacy.” 

The board is reviewing cam- 
paign literature sent to voters by 
Miller, Councilman Miguel Mar- 
tinez and others this fall that in- 
cluded appeals to oppose the 
nonpartisan election measure as 
part of their re-election mailings. 

Bloomberg set aside at least $2 
million of his own money to push 
for a change in city election law 
that would have eliminated party 
primaries.

investigation for allegedly wiring millions 
of dollars to banks in Yemen and else- 
where overseas. 

Federal investigators claim Elfgeeh may 
have helped fund al Qaeda by transferring 
money to Sheik Mohammed Hasa Al- 
Moyad, who is charged with helping 
bankroll al Qaeda in the years before 9-11. 
Al Moyad told an FBI informant that he 
had supplied $20 million, recruits and 
weapons to Osama bin Laden. 

In a sting operation in Germany, Al 
Moyad allegedly named four men in New 
York, including Elfgeeh, he claimed had 
transferred funds to him in Yemen. 

“I had nothing to do with it and I am not a 
target of the FBI,” said Tom, the new Carni- 
val Ice Cream owner. “They have not target- 
ed me. They have not served me with any 
subpoenas. I was not arrested. And that has to 
be clarified.

He said one of his workers quit follow- 
ing all the FBI snooping. He has two em- 
ployees left. 

He said he has received threatening calls 
from as far away as Seattle. 

He said he called police but they have 
been unable to do anything because noth- 
ing tangible has happened and he does not 
know who has made the threats. 

Tom said he and his business partner 
used to own a bar in Manhattan, the Vil- 
lage Cottage at 343 Bleecker St., which he 
said closed down due to the lack of traffic 
in lower Manhattan after 9-11. 

They owned it for about two years. He 
was looking for a new investment and hap- 
pened on Carnival Ice Cream. 

“One of the reasons I bought the busi- 
ness was because I knew the Elfgeehs 
worked very hard for a very long time,” 
said Tom. 

He had plans to turn the shop into a 
luncheonette but now isn’t sure he’ll make 
it that far. 

“As it was, after Sept. 11, 1 lost my in- 
vestment down on Bleecker, you know. I 
lost that place, now it looks like I may lose 
this place, unfortunately,” he said. “So, we 
have to see what happens. 

“I have to try to turn around the nega- 
tive publicity that has been received during 
the past week. My main goal at this point 
is to try to do that.”

Following in the tradition of the many 
excellent Greek family-owned diners that 
dot New York City, Salonike has a kaleido- 
scopic menu with hundreds of choices, 
making it an easy choice for even the fussi- 
est eaters. They also make every single 
menu item in-house, including the delec- 
table pies placed up front in the glass dessert 

As a team, Gus and Tatiana have differ- 
ent strengths. Gus has three generations of 
diner ownership and management under his 
belt. He fondly recalls working in his grand- 
father’s first diner, on Lexington Avenue, as 
a teenager . Tatiana both designed the interi- 
or and hand-painted the beautiful floral mo- 
tifs on the walls and borders of Salonike. 

Tatiana was also instrumental in choosing 
the location. She used to live in Carroll Gar- 
dens, and retained fond memories of the 
area, which suited Gus fine. “There were 
lots of restaurants here, but no good diner,” 
he said.

Giuseppe Vitale makes pizza the old 
fashioned way — using his grandmoth- 
er’s sauce recipe from the old country. 
With a few tiny refinements here and 
there, that’s the way he’s been doing it 
for 25 years. 

But the real key to his success is keep- 
ing it simple, with quality ingredients 
and consistency. That’s what has landed 
Joe’s Pizza on prestigious “best pizza” 
lists across the United States, including 
the New York Times’ top six pizzerias 
earlier this year, and Pizza Today maga- 
zine’s top 100 pizzerias in the country. 

“People judge you on the first slice 
they try,” says Vitale. “That’s what will 
keep them coming back.” He feels that 
skimping with low-quality ingredients 
badly hurts a pizzeria in the long run. 

Hollywood has certainly flocked to 
enjoy Joes’ elegant, thin-crust 
Margherita pies — “Spiderman 2,” 
with Toby McGuire, was filmed inside 
Vitale’s Manhattan location at Bleecker 
and Carmine streets, and Ben Affleck 
grabbed a couple of slices there recent- 
ly- 

Interestingly, it was a couple of 
Bleecker Street regulars who convinced 
Vitale to open his Park Slope store. The 
couple, from Park Slope, had noted that 
the owner of Big Pizza Cafe was look- 
ing to retire, and eagerly asked Vitale if 
he’d set up shop at 137 Seventh Ave. 
(between Carroll and Garfield), which 
he did this summer. 

Vitale is happy to offer superior piz- 
za in what he says is Brooklyn’s most 
beautiful neighborhood. His menu has 
expanded slightly from just pizza to in- 


clude a few pasta staples (baked ziti, 
spaghetti), heroes and rolls (chicken, 
eggplant, sausage and peppers, meat- 
ball), and even a salad with special Ital- 
ian dressing. 

But pizza remains the focus. Vitale, a 
purist, says he’ll continue buying the 
very best ingredients he can find and let 
them do the talking. He’s not a fan of 
reinvented pizza varieties with odd top- 
pings. “When you have half a pound of 
toppings on a slice of thin-crust pizza, 


you need to do a lot of walking around 
after you eat it,” he says. “Ugh.”

Grimm story 

Regina Opera takes on Humperdincks 
fiendishly difficult Hansel and GreteV

T he Brothers Grimm fairy- 
tale about Hansel and 
Gretel, the two resource-
